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CLASS OF 1837. 



At an infonnal meeting of twelve members of the Class 
of 1837, held at the Commencement dinner in 1846, it was 
moved that a general meeting of the claKi be called at the 
Commencement in 1847. It was not designed that this 
meeting should interfere with the adjournment previously 
made, but it was thoaght desirable, in accordance with the 
custom of other classes, to hold a general meeting at the 
close of each decade from the time of graduation. It was 
known, moreover, that many members of the class, then ab- 
sent, desired a meeting earlier than 1850, while it was pre- 
smned it would give dissatisfaction to none. It was therefore 

Voted, unanimously. That the Secretary he requested to 
inne circulars calling a general meeting of the class at the 
Commencement in 1647. 

This was done in June, and each member of the class 
was notified as far as their, residences could be ascertained. 
On Friday, the 13th of August, a preliminary meeting of 
such members of the class as were then in New Haven, was 
held at Mr. Goodrich's, when it was agreed to hold the gen- 
eral meeting (^ the class during the hours of the Com- 
mencement exercises, on Thursday, tbe 19th. The Secre- 
taty advei^sed the meeting accordingly, to be held on Thurs- 
. day, at 9 A. M. On the 18th, the class assembled with other 
Alumni, in the new library Hall, when after singing an ode 
prepared for the occasion, they walked in procession, in 
classical order, to the North Ghiirch, where they listened to 
the orator of the dayi (Rev. Dr. Adams, of N. Y.,) and parti- 
cipated in the other interesting proceedings of that festive 
gathering. In the evening of the same day, thirty or more of 
our members met at the hoose of the Secretary, to partici- , 
pate in a social entertainment 
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Thirty-four members of tlie class joined in the general 
procession of Alumni on the morning of Thuraday, the 19th, 
and proceeded to the Centre Church, whence at 9 o'clock, 
they went by previous appointment to the Theological Cham- 
ber, to enter upon the business of the general meeting.

Resolved, That the Secretaries be a committee to procure the 
publication of the minutes of this meetiog, and of the statistics of 
the class, and that a tax of one dollar be assessed upon each mem. 
ber present, to defray the expenses of the publication. 
On motion of S. Plimpton, Esq., of Boston, 
Resohed, That it be recommended to the class to hold a general 
meeting at the completion of each decade, from the year of our 
graduation. 

. The meeting was then adjourned to the day of the Annual Com- 
mencement in Yale College, in 18.50.

His labors were often 
interrupted by sickneas, and he declared a abort 
time before Ms death, that " he had never known 
an hour of freedom from pain aince he could remem- 
ber." In the autumn of 1B44, he was Uceoaed to 
preach, by the Beriuhire Associ^ion, and soon af- 
ter was settled over the Congregatioiial Church in 
Itanesborough, Mass. In the feUomog May he 
was married to Miss Elizabeth J. Watson, of Pitts- 
field. In July he was seized with a severe iUneu, 
which 10 far abated, in a few days, that he rode to 
PittsfleU, intending to return the next day. But bo 
toon became worse, and after eight weeks of ex- 
treme mfibring, but of patient Christian resignation, 
ke £ed at PittsfleU, Monday, Sept. 33, 1646, aged 
31 wan. {A ftiller account of hia life and death, 
by Or.

I ocHMtantl}' perceived the progisisivs ojwmiig of his mind to die 
simple truths of the Gospel, and his increauag and serious attentioa 
to uem. He had, duriiu the whole time, remariiable clearness, 
calmness, and flnnneis of imiid, and eelf-possesBira, anticuig, with 
singular precision, the progress of hia disease, especially towards its 
&tal issue, and the indications of hie departure from the bcaly. Pa- 
tience under very severe suSering, kindness and courte^ to tkose 
around him, aod a gratefUl acknowledgment of what was done for hia 
' relief strongly marked the whole course of his sicknets. I nerer 
beard fiom him one murmuring, or repining expression, with regard 
to the dealings of God's providence with him. What he said to me 
concerning hia religious views and feelings, was said with a modest 
diffidence, and a certain degree of reserve. Yet he always seemed 
ready to have religious conversation, reading, and prayer, and ap- 
peared to derive satisfaction and comfort fiom them. He espreased, 
decidedly, his full assent to tbe simple doctrines of die Gospel ; ac- 
knowledged himself a great siooer; avowed his reliance on the at<me- 
ment of Christ alone, &r the pardon of his sins and acceptance with 
God ; showed no alarm at the great change which awaited him, and 
at last, died quietly and in peace. His friends &el that they are per- 
mitted to indulge the hope that he has gone to be with that Saviour 
whose grace can be made sufficient in every extremity, ibr all who 
trust in him.

The fbllcnping etalislicB, made up from the foregoing summary, may 
not be uninteresting: It appears that of the 97 vho ereduated, 67 
still live ; 57 are mamed, and 40 unmarried. The class have, as 
&r as the reports show, 87 children, of whom 31 are sons, 39 daugb- 
ters, and not designated, 17 ; of these, 12 have deceased, and 75 are 
now living. !n respect of professions, we are divided as follows, in- 
cluding the deceased members : Clergymen 33, Lawyers 27, Phy- 
ricians 9, Teachers and Professors ID, Merchants 5, Farmers 4, Eo- 
^eere and Surveyors 8, Editors and Authors 5, Practical Arts 1, 
Dentist 1, Consul 1, Unknown 1. 

A lai^ number of the class have spent a portion of time in teach- 
ing, before entering their professions. It appears that tlie Class has 
taught 121 years, preached 151, practiced law 131, and medicine 40. 
This accounts for only 443 years, of the 970 for which we are ac- 
countable. The remainder, to a good degree, will be filled by tha 
years of preparation, which are not enumerated, and about 175 man 
.which have been spent in the pursuits of agriculture, cotmnerce, au- 
thorship, engineering, &c. But it is feared that not less than 50 
years are justly chargeable to idleness. 

It appears from our annual catalogues that the class had 155 mem- 
bers during our passage through College, whose names found a place 
in the printed lists, and it is known that there were others who were 
with us for a few months only, but whose names were never pub- 
lished. We lost 27 members in Freshman year, 25 in Sophomore, 
16 in Junior, and 1 in Senior. Of these, die following have sub- 
sequently received degrees, viz : — R. IT. Hyatt, in 1839, £. P. Ro- 
gers, in 1844, A. B. Ives and C. B. Smith in 1S47; and it is not un- 
likely that others may yet be granted, in which case our list will ex- 
ceed 101. The Master's degree has been taken by 63, And 8 of 
our members have been tutors in the institution. 

The Secretaries have been unable to glean much information con- 
cerning the members who left beibre gmduation, but tbey give the 
lists which follow, (in the hope that before the meeting in 1850, much 
may be teamed by personal inquiry among members, and by letter)) 
containing names, many of which are familiar, and others appear 
like the shadows of old associations, &intly but stilt distinctly seen.

On this occa- 
sion, it was resolved that ten years later a similar meeting should 
be held. In conformity with this resolution, the Secretary of 
the Class in June last, issued the following circular letter to all 
members of the Class whose addresses were known, including 
those who did not, as well as those who did receive degrees i 
regiilar course :

These reasouB opera- 
ting with the more powerful one to us, that it is the appointed time of our 
Class reunioQ, will, it is hoped, secure a very general attendance of membeiB

On the day named in this circular, there assemhled hy in- 
vitation of the Reverend and Honorable the President and 
Fellows of Yale College the largest gathering of faer Aluomi 
erer convened, to celebrate with apjvopriate solemnities and 
festivity the consummation of the third half century of her his- 
tory. Among the sons of Yale, to the number of one thousand, 
who sat down that day at dinner beneatb spacious tents, the 
Class of 1837 occupied a conspicuous place. The spirit of the 
past fresh and ardent as of yore, carried them back over the 
checkered interval of thirteen years, and all felt anew the same 
sympathies and emotions with which of old we were wont to 
feel and to act as one man. To chronicle, however, the happy 
hours of heartfelt communion which were enjoyed that day by 
the sons of Yale, is the duty of another. At an early hour on 
the evening of the 14th, the members of our Class assembled to 
take a social cup of tea with the Secretary, when it was agreed 
to occupy the hours of the next morning during the Commence- 
ment exercises with a session at which the personal history of 
our members not present should be rehearsed by those who had 
facts to communicate. Arrangements were also made to have a 
supper for the evening of Wednesday, at which those present 
should rehearse their own experience.

Several hours were occupied on the morning of Wednesday in 
receiving accounts of absent members from those present. The 
principal facts elicited in this manner will be found embodied in 
the following statistical catalogue in the most succinct form. 

The Secretary at the close of the morning session announced 
that arrangements had been made for a Supper at the Tontine 
Hotel in the evening at 9 o'clock, and the Class adjourned ac- 
ordingly. Forty members sat down to the Supper — a few being 
unfortunately detained from attending. An opening prayer was 
oSered to the throne of grace by Rev. Mr. Morris, of North 
Stonington. 

It is impossible to convey by words to those who were not 
present on this occasion, an adequate idea of the deep and per- 
vading interest which held the members fized with the most 
earnest and delighted attention until the morning of Friday 
dawned fully upon them. An occasion of deep interest all were 
prepared to enjoy — but none probably had reason to expect so 
strong and universal a demonstration of the loAiest, most earnest 
and soul-inspiring sentiment, as pervaded and imbued this mem- 
orable night. 

Several circumstances contributed to render this occasion one 
of peculiar interest. Men met who had not looked each other in 
the eye since the early days of Freshman year — changed, but still 
the same. Strange vicissitudes, both of joy and grief had left 
their impress — but with all the diversity of original character, 
and all the contrasts of later circumstances, there was evident 
through all and above all, a deep unity of sentiment and action 
which can have its root only in the genial soil of our inner life. 
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There was present one who had been lost to us and to the 
world for fourteen years. Colton was there, and had he risen 
from the grave his appearance would not have surprised us more 
— for had he been, as most believed he was indeed, deceased — he 
could not have been more completely lost to his old friends than 
during his long transformation under an assumed name. His 
feeling recital to old and familiar friends of the history of his life 

ill not soon be forgotten, characterized as it was by his natural 
frankness and honesty of heart, narrating the darker as well as the 
more cheering chapters of his fortunes. Convinced of the error 
of his position and galled by the insincerity of a double simili' 
tude, he had returned to his family and friends, resumed his 
proper name, and with it the sympathies and affections of his 
former associates. The College has extended to him her genial 
recognition, and we are happy now for the first time to enroll his 
name on the masters lists.* 

We might wish that the true picture of such a scene of ra- 
tional and rare enjoyments could be by some moral ray daguer- 

ityped for the satisfaction of those who could not participate in 

But there are occasions in life when only those who form 

part of the scene can fully appreciate its value — and such was 

otu: Class meeting in eighteen hundred and fifty. 

In making up the following statistics it has been thought best 
to retain all the matter which has formed part of the former pub- 
lications, and all has been added that could be gleaned from au- 
thentic sources. Errors must always exist in such lists, and it 
becomes those who detect them to take means to have them cor- 
rected. A collation of the facts contained in this list will be 
found appended at the close. 

After a most moving address from Mr. Evarts, the Chairman, in 
which the fact was touched upon that one of us must live to 
find himself the sole representative of our number, the meeting 
was adjourned at 5 a. h., to the annual Commencement in 
ighteen hundred and fifty-seven — twenty years from our gradu- 
ation. A closing prayer of deep solemnity and appropriateness 
was offered by Rev. Mi. Stone, of Boston.

"Ret. Joab Bbace, was born in Newington, C»nu., June 6, 1814. 
From infancy he suffered from an enlargement of the spleen, which 
was the cause of conslant pain, and frequent severe sickness through 
life. At two years of age he was smitlea with a kind of paralyi 
which added lameness to feebleness. At the age of 14 he' professed 
religion, and became a member of his father's church. 

Af\er his graduation, he resided in the family of his brother-i 
law, Rev. Dr. Todd, first in Philadelphia, and afterwards in Pitts- 
field, Mass. He occupied himself in teaching a smalt select school, 
and in various editorial labors. He wrote a small treatise on Eng- 
lish Grammar, and a history of Madagascar, for Sabbath Schools. 
He also pursued a course of Theological study. His labors were 
often interrupted by sickness, and he declared a sliort lime before 
bis death, that '^he had never known an hour of freedom from 
since he could remember." In the autumn of 1844, he was licensed 
to preach, by the Berkshire Association, and soon aAer was settled 
over the Congregational Church in Lanesborough, Mass, In the 
following May he was married to Miss Elizabeth J. Watson, of 
Piltsfield. In July he was seized with a severe illness, which a 
abated, in a few days, that lie rode to Pitistield, intending to return 
the next day. But he soon became worse, and after eight weeks of 
extreme suiferlng, but of patient Christian resignation, he died at 
Pittsfield, Monday, Sept. 22, 1845, aged 31 years. (A fuller ac- 
count of his life and death, by Dr. Todd, also one of his sermons, 
are contained in the American Pulpit, for Jan., 1846.) 

•Chaeles Bock, was born iu Hartford, Conn., Dec. 26, 1817. After 
bis graduation he qualified himself for the profession of civil engi- 
neering, in which he was employed in the States of Maine, Michigan, 
Ohio, and Connecticut- He afterwards engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits in New York City. In 1844, he returned to Hartford, where 
he was employed as Agent of the New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company. In Feb., 1845, he took a severe cold, which endec 
in pulmonary consumption, of which he died, Aug. 28, 1845. The 
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followiog account of his religious views and feelings in hia last days, 
is furnished by Rev. T. H. Gallaudel, and will, il is presumed, be 
inlerealing to all his classmates : 

" I constantly perceived the progressive opening of his mind to the 
simple truths of the Gospel, and his increasing and seric 
to them. He had, during the whole time, remarkabli 
calmness, and firmaesa of mind, and self-possesaion, noticing, with 
singular precision, the progress of his disease, especially towards ilE 
fatal issue, and the indications of his departure from the body. 
Patience under very severe suffering, kindness and courtesy to those 
around him, and a grateful acknowledgment of what was done for 
his relief, strongly marked the whole course of his sickn< 
beard from him one murmuring, or repining expression, with regard 
to the dealings of God's providence with him. What he said 
concerning his religious views and feelings, was said whh a modest 
diffidence, and a certain degree of reserve. Yet he always seemed 
ready to have religious conversation, reading, and prayer, and ap- 
peared to derive aaliafaoiion and comfort from them. He expressed; 
decidedly, his full assent to the simple doctrines of the Gospel ; ac- 
knowledged himself a great sinner; avowed his reliance on the 
atonement of Christ alone, for the pardon of his sins and acceptance 
with God ; showed no alarm at the great change which awaited him, 
and at last, died quietly and in peace. His friends feel that they 
are pernaiiled to indulge the hope that he has gone to bs with that 
Savior whose grace can be made sufficient in every extremity, for 
all who trust in him."

From Trebizond to Erzeroom where he abode until July, 
1847, about one year and seven months. In July, 1646, was 
mobbed for affording protection to an Armenian priest who fied to 
bis bouse ; but ihe offenders were punished, and the damages inflicted 
were paid back Co him by the Turkish government. The remainder 
of the year was filled with various journeyings.

toward America he journeyed by Alexandria, Malta, Marseilles, 
Lyons, dec., to Paris where he remained until the general election 
for deputies for the new assembly of the Republic of France, 
riving in America vifi England, by steamer.

tOD on the Staroboul for Smyrna and CorHlaotinople, July 22d.
